Highlights of the Philadelphia A.D.A. Meeting 


he annual meeting of the Ameri- 

can Dental Association was held 

October 16-19 in historic Philadel- 
phia under ideal weather conditions and 
most interesting surroundings. The usual 
meetings of the specialty and associated 
groups were held previous to the opening 
session which took place on Monday 
morning in the Grand Ballroom of the 
Sheraton with Congressman Judd of 
Minnesota delivering a most inspiring 
and challenging address, “Dentists in a 
Changing World.” Dr. Judd is no stranger 
to Chicago Dental Society meetings, hav- 
ing addressed our Midwinter Meeting 
First General Session on two different oc- 
casions. 

The House of Delegates met Monday 
afternoon, Wednesday afternoon and 
Thursday morning to transact the busi- 
ness of the Association. On Tuesday, 
reference committees held forth at which 
time the many resolutions introduced in 
the House were discussed and final de- 
cisions were made to recommend passage 
or rejection to the House of Delegates. 
Any member of the Association is free 
to attend these reference committee meet- 
ings and to express his feelings on each 
resolution. ‘ 

The resolutions creating most interest 
were: Proposed limitation on announce- 
ment of specialization to the public. (Re- 
quiring that after January 1, 1965 any 
dentist presenting himself to the public as 
a specialist in the seven recognized special- 


ties, Oral Surgery, Prosthodontia, Perio- 
dontia, Orthodontia, Pedodontia, Oral 
Pathology, Public Health Dentistry, and 
who has not been so recognized before, 
must have at least two years of additional 
advanced work in his specialty over and 
beyond the two years of pre-dental and 
four years of dental school.) This resolu- 
tion was adopted. The resolution which 
would have opposed aid to dental educa- 
tion as adopted in 1949 was defeated. 
The resolution on closed panel dentistry 
was amended to use of the word agree- 
ment instead of contract and stated that 
the use of this type of practice was least 
acceptable. It was adopted. 

The resolution dealing with the train- 
ing of ancillary help in the practice of 
dentistry under supervision of the dentist 
was adopted after spirited discussion. The 
resolution to withdraw class “B” classifi- 
cation was defeated. This too created 
considerable interest for had it passed it 
would have removed Crest from a tenta- 
tive-acceptance status. Many other items 
of importance dealing with the Associa- 
tion’s affaris were transacted but they 
were for the most part routine. 

The writer is certain that election re- 
sults will be of interest, so here goes: Our 
friend Jerry Timmons, Dean of Temple 
University Dental School and Speaker of 
the House for the last seven years, was 
elected President-elect; Jay Eshleman, 
General Chairman of the Philadelphia
